7 Federal Judges Due 
To Eye Postponement 
Of Racial Integration 


ST. LO UIS (A P )—A case which 
could have a direct bearing on the 
speed 
of 
racial 
integration 
in 
Southern public schools went to 
the seven judges of the 8th Cir 
coit Court of Appeals today. 
The case is an appeal challeng 
ing a 2l/Ti-year postponement of in 
tegration at Central High School 
in Little Rock, Ark., where eight 
Negro students finished last term 
alter a tense year of mixed at­ 
tendance under a federal court- 
approved plan of gradual integra 
tion. 
Paratroopers were sent to the 
school by President Eisenhower to 
maintain order. 
The delay, sought by the Little 
Rock School Board, was granted 
by Federal Hist. Judge Harry J . 
Lemley. 
The National Assn. for the Ad- 
vancemen. of Colored People is 
appealing. The NAACP originally 
objected to the gradual plan on 
the grounds it was too slow but ; 
now is trying to salvage any sort 
of immediate integration at Cen- j 
tral 
High 
and keep integration 
moving in the South. 
The 
appeals 
court 
has 
dealt 
with 
the 
Little 
Rock 
situation 
three times, always ruling in fa . 
nor of gradual integration. 
The school board holds that the 
appeals court must decide wheth­ 
er a school district is responsible 
for enforcing the district laws. 
Its brief cites instances of vio­ 
lence which occurred at Central 
the past school year and declares 
that the board should not be forced 
to go ahead with integration un­ 
der 
the 
“ insuperable 
handicap* 
which have been thrust upon it.” j 
Attorneys for the school board 
•aid it is not trying to evade the 
court-ordered desegregation but is 
just seeking an adjustment in its 
time schedule.

1. That community opposition- 
even though it involves violence— 
does not furnish sufficient legal 
grounds for suspending a court-

The IC Y is an 18-month cooper­ 
ative study by scientists of more 
than 60 nations on all physical as­ 
pects of the earth and sun and 
their effects on human life Other 
fields include studies of the weath­ 
er. 
oceans, glaciers 
and earth 
quakes 
But space has taken the center 
of the stage, for the launching of 
the Soviet Sputniks and the U S 
calebites has been one of the most 
dramatic events for the public.

Hail Flight 
Of Big Atlas

—Rocket experts today hailed the 
first completely successful launch­ 
ing of a fully powered Atlas as 
a significant step in the nation’s 
race 
to develop an operational 
intercontinental ballistic 
missile 
B. 
G. 
MacNabb, 
operations 
manager for the missile's devel­ 
oper, Convair Astronautics, said 
progress 
in the ICBM 
program 
was advanced 6 to 12 months by 
Saturday’s brilliant launching. 
Every test objective was 
ac­ 
complished. MacNabb said, as the 
85-foot Atlas streaked over the 
Atlantic at speeds of 15.000 miles 
an hour for some 2,500 miles 
It was the first successful per 
formance of a three-engine Atlas, 
whch has enough power to go the 
full 
6,000 - mile 
intercontinental 
range 
On Ju ly 19 the first fully pow­ 
ered 
Atlas—propelled 
by 
twin 
booster rockets and a sustains 
engine—burst apart in a violent 
explosion 45 seconds after launch­ 
ing 
In eight tests prior to that time 
only two engines were used in 
limited range shots. The Atlas test 
flight program began at the cape 
13 months ago. 
Indications were that Saturday’s 
shoot was just about perfect The

nes Hurzeler of the Basel Museum 
of Natural History, 
The skeleton, found after two 
years of digging, pushes the be- ) 
ginnings of man back to at least 
l l million years ago, he said. 
That would mean, he explained, 
that man descended rn the same 
period as the apes—or even b^- 
fore them — perhaps from some 
common 
ancestor 
which resem- : 
bled neither. 
The previous oldest known man 
was 
Austroalopithecus, 
the 
so­ 
called southern ape found in South 
Africa. He dates back only half a 
million to a million years, and the 
Ja va and Pekin men go back only 
about 300.000 years. 
Two young miners. Enzo Bocca 
lini, 22, arid Arzelio Giusanni, 26, 
found the nearly complete skele­ 
ton last week 
The bones jutted 
from a coal strata in the Bacinello 
mine, located 15 miles northeast 
of G.osseto. 
There scattered bones of Oreo-, 


pithecus, the new pre-man, were 
found two years ago by a team 
headed by Dr. Hurzeler and Dr 
Heimutt de Terra of New York’s 
Columbia 
University. The name 
means mountain ape in Greek. 
Dr. Hurzeler said the new dis­ 
covery 
apparently 
includes 
the 
arms and legs, spine, ribs and 
pelvis of a pre-man about four 
feet tall. There was no skull, but 
digging is continuing 
along the 
vein in the hope that the skull will 
turn up.

H arid er 
said 
the 
coal 
strata 
where the 
skeleton 
was 
found is a deposit at least ll mil­ 
lion years old. 
Two years ago, in his studies.at 
the mine, Dr. de Terra said the 
bones might date back “ as far as 
15 to 20 million years.” At that 
time parts of a skull, jawbone and 
fragments of vertebra had been 
found 
They belonged to a man 
like creature which Dr. de Terra 
described as somewhere between 
the size of a chimpanzee and a 
gorilla. 
He said the teeth were manlike 
and the jaw was short and verti­ 
cal, like that of man, instead of 
jutting out like aly ape s.

W ASHINGTON ( AP) — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower today vetoed a 
bill carrying 6Ca billion dollars for 
17 federal agencies. He said over 
500 million dollars for the Civil 
Service retirement fund was not 
needed. 
In returning the bill to Congress 
Eisenhower said he was doing so: : 


“ Because of my strong convic- ! 
tion that Congress should recon 
over half a billion dollars not nres- 
ently needed in the civil service 
retirement and disability fund 
“ There is no sound justification 
whatever for adding unnecessari 
ly o' er half a billion dollars to a 
deficit which may reach 12 billion 
dollars this fiscal year.”

Reds May Ban 
Nationalists 


Soviet Summit Note 
Still Not Received 


MOSCOW ( AP) — There were 
growing indications in Moscow to­ 
day that Soviet 
Premier Khru­ 
shchev will object to Nationalist 
China’s taking part in any U N . 
Security Council summit confer­ 
ence on the Middle East. 
Many Western diplomats here 
were convinced that 
Nationalist 
China—a 
permanent 
member of 
the Security Council—was a top 
subject between Khrushchev and 
Chinese 
Communist 
chief 
Mao 
Tze tung in their sect et talks at 
Peiping over the weekend. 
If there is any objection by the 
Soviet leader to Nationalist China 
it may come in his reply to the 
latest

Western Big Three. Khrushchev’s 
reply has been delayed by his trip 
to Peiping and may be delayed 
even further by consultations in 
the Kremlin necessitated by his 
talks with Mao. 
The U. S., British and French 
embassies here reported at mid­ 
afternoon that there had been no 
sign of Khrushchev’s reply 
Some sources raised the possi­ 
bility that the Kremlin’s new line 
on a summit conference may be 
voiced first by Arkady Sobolev, 
Russia’s delegate to the U N . in 
U N . discussions on the composi 
tion, time and place of a summit 
meeting. 
These sources pointed out that 
President Eisenhower's letter of 
Aug. I did not necessarily call 
for

reply 
from 
Khrushchev. 
They pointed out that Eisenhower 
said he w as instructing the U S. 
delegation in the Security Council 
to seek a special meeting on or 
about Aug 
12 and expressed the 
hope Khrushchev would do like­

Nationalist China's Chtang Kai-

Defensive Issues Move 
Up Slowly, Offering 
No Quick Killings

NEW YORK (A P )- T h e Plain 
Janes have been dom*? very well 
in the recession, thank you * 
In the stock market these are 
usually 
called 
defensive 
stocks 
They are the ones that in bull 
markets excite no wolf whistles 
from the traders The Plain Janes 
go their prim way, moving up 
ward slowly and offering no quick 
killings for the in-and-outers 
In bull markets all eyes are on 
their more glamorous sisters, the 
growth stocks, which can move 
rapidly higher in price and offer 
chances for big profits later on. 


In the business world the Plain 
Janes are the ones most likely 
during a recession to register in­ 
creased earnings as usual, while 
the erstwhile glamor girls may be 
looking shabby indeed. 
And in both the stock m arket 
and the business world of profit 
and loss statements these defen­ 
sive industries have been proving 
during the latest recession that 
once more they are defensive — 
that they are more recession proof 
than most others, that their earn­ 
ings rise at the same stately pace 
and 
the prices of their 
stocks 
fluctuate much less violently than 
do the erstwhile stars. 
The reason such industries as 
utilities and food have shown earn ­ 
ings increases this year over last 
when most others are reporting 
sharp declines is rooted in human 
behavior. 
During a slump many people 
postpone buying big ticket items 
like cars and appliances. Few cut 
back much, if any, on the content 
of 
their 
market 
baskets. 
Food 
sales have increased both in unit 
and dollar volume. And profits of 
the food industry are 6 per cent 
higher than a year ago. 
The utility companies lose some 
•ales to industry when plants shut 
down or shorten work weeks. But 
the consumer goes right on using 
as much or more power in his 
home. 
It is a rare person indeed who 
has turned off the refrigerator, or 
freezer, or furnace, or had his 
phone taken out. And New York's 
long hot and muggy spell has sent 
its power consumption to a record 
high because of the increased use 
of air conditioners. 
The utility industry reports prof 
its running 4 per cent over a year 
ago. It had larger year to year 
increases

booming — but the steady going 
consumer has kept profits of the 
government regulated utilities on 
even keel.

The Ominous Shadow of Inflation Grows 
Laff-A-Day 


- The people whose business it is to sur­ 
vey the American economy and to fore­ 
cast its future course are now saying that 
the plus signs outnumber and outweigh 
the minus signs; 
in other words they 
claim that the bottom of the recession 
has been reached and definite recovery 
has begun. 
There are predictions being made that 
new records in total national output and 
industrial production will be established 
within a year's time. 
At present, about the only difference of 
opinion between the business prophets 
has to do with how far and how fast the 
upswing in business will go. The over -all 
concensus appears to be an expectation 
for a steady, though not spectacular, im­ 
provement in business activity general­ 
ly. 
One outstanding fear, however, being 
mentioned today by many economists, 
which is casting a gloomy shadow over 
the favorable predictions, is more and 
greater inflation. This is something that 
can become far worse than any reces­ 
sion. It is affecting us all. 
Today’s dollar is a little less than half 
of its value of 20 years ago. If the pres­ 
ent decline in its value continues, to say 
nothing of the possibility of an accelerat­ 
ing rate, the dollar will be worth only a 
quarter in terms of buying power, IO 
years from now. 
That can mean that life insurance, sav­ 
ings and social security, may drop so 
rapidly as to be almost worthless by 
comparison with what was paid for it. 
The savings of people who sought to re­ 
tire on what a few years ago would have 
been a moderate annual income, will 
have melted to a degree that will serious­ 
ly affect them. These and other persons 
of small fixed incomes will suffer far 
more than they now imagine. 
Such things can and will happen unless 
the people of this country, through their 
government, take drastic action to stop 


With Congress apparently afraid to 
face this problem courageously, and the 
government as a whole certainly not do­ 
ing anything to stop this trend during the 
past IO years, we may face circum­ 
stances which brought disaster after dis­ 
aster to once great nations. One histori­ 
cal example was the German inflation 
that followed World War I. In its worst 
phase there a loaf of bread ultimately 
was worth more than a million marks. 
It has been said frequently, and never 
disputed, that one of the causes of creep­ 
ing inflation is over - sized and growing 
government. Men running for office are 
willing to spend and spend, more and 
more. They refuse to deny pressu r e 
groups anything they ask. New and cost­ 
ly commissions grow and grow and in­ 
crease in number. 
For years we have been increasing the 
size of government. Moves toward econo­ 
my in either government or business are 
laughed off by the unthinking. 
The public apparently does not see, or 
care to consider, the rapidly approaching 
trouble ahead; it is certain government 
won’t act until public opinion and public 
demand force it to do so. 
Another thing also rests with the public 
and that is a realization that people will 
have to start more thinking in terms of 
working for what they receive. The day 
of the all - time well paid “playboy” and 
“playgirl” and their families may have 
an unhappy endi n g sooner than they 
think unless this “easy come and easy 
go” attitude by a huge part of our sup­ 
posedly responsible citizenship bows to 
realities. 
There must be people and officials in 
all classes of government who see what 
our danger is and begin to show the stam­ 
ina to help stop it. ir^-ad of being fear­ 
ful that they won’t 
c*cted if they op­ 
pose a continuation 0 1 
spend and spend- 
w'aste and waste.”

The pain produced by an ul­ 
cer varies in degree from a 
mild feeling of discomfort to a 
very severe penetrating sensa­ 
tion. Some patients describe It 
as a "steady hunger pain’’ be­ 
cam e of Its customary gnaw- 
ing nature. 
Sometime*, how'- 
ever, it can become sharp and 
imitate a cramp. 
Often the pain is so localized 
that you can cover the spot 
with the tip of one finger. 
Pain caused by duodenal ulcer 
it generally located on the right 
side of the abdomen. In the Je­ 
junal cas**s, it is likely to be to 
the left of mid-abdomen or pos­ 
sibly in the lower left quadrant, 
’’attent* with esophageal ulcer 
usually report pain higher in 
their chest. 
Related to Digestion 
Ulcer pain is directly related 
to the digestive cycle. For ex­ 
ample, it usually is absent be­ 
fore breakfast. 
It appears later during the 
day, however; 
usually, about 
one to four hours after eating. 
At night, it sometimes la se­ 
vere enough to disturb sleep. 
Drinking alcohol or eating 


other hand, food and antacids 
relieve the pain. Thus, eating 
might alleviate the pain temp­ 
orarily. 
A significant characteristic of 
ulcers is the way the pain last* 
for a few weeks or even sev­ 
eral months and then stops for 
a period only to begin again. 


M any C auses 
Many factors may be respon­ 
sible 
for 
resumption of 
the 
pain. Emotional tension, for ex­ 
ample, irritates the condition. 
So do fatigue, acute infections, 
excessive use of alcohol or to­ 
bacco, and, of course, dietary 
indiscretions. 
There are, naturally, other 
symptoms of ulcer besides pain. 
Among 
the complaints we 
most often hear from ulcer vic­ 
tims are that they are consti­ 
pated, especially when their ul­ 
cer is acting up, and that they 
have heartburn and gastric dis­ 
tension. 
There also may be nausea, 
vomiting, diarrhea, anemia, loss 
of appetite and loss of weight.

Tracy said that with the excess 
revenues of the past month 
the 
cash balance of funds, including 
encumbered but unspent funds’ in 
creased from $102,964,121 as of the 
close of the fiscal year to $111, 
259.875. But this balance is still 
some 37 million dollars under the 
balance of $148,889,904 as of July 
SI, 1957. 
The treasurer said only two tax 
sources, cigarette and the dollar 
gallonage tax on liquor, registered 
gains last month over a year ago 
The report said further that rev­ 
enues from the two-cent cigarette 
tax produced $1,949,102 as com­ 
pared with $1,917,738 a year ago.
